SOW SEEDS OF HERBACEOUS PERENNIALS NOW 

But Bulbs are not the only flowers that should be planted in the fall for best results. 
Nearly all of the Herbaceous Perennials, such as Phlox, Iris, Day Lily, Sweet Rocket, 
Delphinum, Rudbeckia, Columbine, and in fact all the Perennials, give so much better re¬ 
sults when seed is sown in the fall. If you wish a fine display of Poppies, white Candytuft, 
Scabiosa Atropurpurea, or Centaurea Cyanus early in the summer sow the seed so that 
the plants will be well started before winter. 

A HINT FOR THE SOUTHLAND 

In the South, where there is very little cold weather or frost, many flowers can be 
sown in the Autumn that are not hardy in the North, and they will bloom earlier and so 
much more luxuriently than if you wait until spring. 

SET OUT SHRUBS AND TREES AT THIS TIME OF YEAR; ALSO HEDGES 

Autumn is a favorable time of year for setting shrubbery and trees, the roots becom¬ 
ing well set so that growth begins more quickly in spring. It is strange how few property 
owners realize how tremendiously judiciously selected and properly located shrubbery adds 
to the value of their property. And it is so economical. Once started Shrubbery needs 
practically no attention, aside from an occasional pruning or mulching. Forsythia, you 
will remember, is the first Shrub to bloom in spring, literally a mass of golden flowerets 
before the snow banks have shrunk entirely before the warming rays of the welcome sun. 
Alder follows, with Sweet Currant, Spirea, Deutzia, Lilac and Snowball in order, with the 
Hydrangeas later in summer, and Hardy Chrysanthemums decking the lawn until snow 
flies again in the late fall. 

SOW PANSIES IN AUGUST OR SEPTEMBER; SWEET PEAS IN SEPTEMBER 

For most luxuriant growth, largest blooms and a greater mass of flowers, Pansies 
must be sown sufficiently early in the autumn so that the plants will be large enough for 
transplanting, a couple of inches apart, where you wish them to remain next summer, and 
have time enough to become well rooted before the ground is frozen up. In March slip a 
sash over them and April will see them a mass of dazzling color long before you could even 
sow the seed had you waited until spring to do so. Without the aid of the sash the bloom¬ 
ing is somewhat later. 

The advantage of sowing Sweet Peas in the fall is that they lie dormant in the 
ground through the winter and get a very early start in the spring, long before you could 
do any spring planting, and'consequently they bloom very much earlier and with larger, 
handsomer bloom. Sweet Peas are like garden peas in one respect, they grow best in the 
early, cooler weather. 

We urge our friends to do more sowing and planting in the fall, the soil is so cool 
and mellow for working, weed troubles are at an end, your plants will g'et such an early 
and favorable start, and you will be rewarded with a perfection of growth and bloom that 
you had never thought plants were capable of, they actually have a chance to show you 
how much they are capable of with proper treatment.

GARDEN CULTURE:—The first essential to success is to se¬ 
lect good, firm, sound Bulbs, get them from a responsible dealer. 
Then set them in a location that drains well and where the water 
will not remain on them so persistently and in such quantity that 
the Bulbs will rot. They require, for best results, moderately rich 
soil that has been manured for some previous crop, or you can 
add well-rotted manure or bone meal. Do not use fresh stable 
manure. Pulverize the soil finely and set the Hyacinths twice as 
deep as they measure through, a Bulb measuring two inches 
through should be covered four inches deep, root end down and 
they should be four to five inches apart. Do not plant too early, 
October is usually the best month, but November is early enough 
where the weather is not too severe. Firm the soil thoroughly 
and where the climate is quite severe after the ground is frozen 
cover with diied grass, litter or strawy manure. No covering 
should be added before the beginning of real winter and it should 
be removed early in the spring. 

In moist seasons the Bulbs are apt to rot if left in the ground 
after they have bloomed, especially if the bed is in a shady place. 
In a sunny, gravelly, well-drained, soil this is not always neces- 
sary, and many people never take up their Bulbs, but as a general 
thing it is safer to lift them after the foliage begins to fade, let 
them dry off, and then store them in a dry, cool cellar, hung up in 
paper bags if convenient, until next planting time. 

Never pull Hyacinth flowers, always cut them with a sharp 
knife close to the ground. If pulled the stem generally breaks off 
at the Bulb; where it is most tender, and the moisture gets down 
into the heart of the Bulb and it rots. 


Hyacinths are especially prized for their many shades of color 
and delicate tints, and for their wonderful fragranoe which makes 
them especially desirable for house decoration. 

GROWING IN THE HOUSE:—Hyacinths are lovely for 
blooming in the house and every Bulb will produce a grand spike 
of flowers with so litMe.trouWe. The large size Bulbs should be 
used for house blooming. They can be grown in pots filled with 
a porous, or loose soil, like rotted sods, in dishes of sand or in 
glasses of water. If in pots have the soil rich and just cover the 







Bulb,(l Extra Large Bulb, or 3 to 4 smaller size, to a pot), wate’r freely and place away in a rather 
dark, cool closet or cellar letting it remain there until the roots push out freely, then bring 
gradually to the light. For dishes 
of sand follow the same instruc¬ 
tions, and for growing in water 
just let the bottom of the Bulb 
touch the water. A feiv lumps 
of charcoal and a small lump of 
lime will keep the water fresh. 

If affected by lice fumigate or 
dust with Tobacco.

This will enable us to use whatever sorts we can best spare, of the colors 
you wish, will give you fine bulbs and will save you some money. 

Some people prefer to use the mixed colors, planting without knowing how the colors will 
come. This costs still a little less and presents an odd effect at least. 

Another suggestion for a circular bed is to divide it in four equal parts planting each quarter 
with a different color.

If they can he set where they will have a back-ground of green, 
to set them off, so much the better. They are unusually hardy and lasting. Even when the sun 
becomes quite hot, the Darwins retain their fresh, true color and stand up well. 

The flowers are perfection of form, globular in shape, of unusually heavy, wax-like texture, 

borne'on strong stems attaining a height 
of 2 to 3 feet, standing clear of the 
foliage, and, when planted in a group, 
present a bouquet-like appearance un¬ 
equalled in stately beauty by any other 
spring flower. Equally desirable for 
bedding and forcing. As cut flowers they 
are simply grand.

To be sure your Bulbs 
are set in straight lines a good plan is to remove 4 to 5 inches of the surface soil, lay your Bulbs 
on top and when sure they are lined properly throw over then the soil you had taken off the bed. 
The combination of colors is purely a matter of individual taste. Sometimes the bed is made up 
of a row of early flowering Tulips rotating with a row of late flowering, lengthening the life of 
your bed to almost a month. The only undesirable feature of this plan is that you-do not have 
such a solid mass of bloom, and a bed of Darwins is a wonderful sight.

NARCISSUS, DAFFODILS AND JONQUILS

Next to Hyacinths and Tulips follows the Narcissus family in popularity, with the many new¬ 
ly created, large-flowering varieties filling a place that is ever widening as their beauty,fragrance, 
and marvellous adaptability to all climates and locations become better known. 


They flourish in sun or shade, in garden beds, among the hardy shrubs, in the herbaceous 
border, along the shaded path where it is difficult to get so many desirable things to bloom, or 
stuck here and there in odd corners where nothing else can grow. 

The early sorts begin to bloom before the snow and ice have gone,they are in flower in March 
and, in favored locations even as early as February, their glowing, vigorous,happy masses of gold¬ 



en yellow and silvery white such a welcome sight after the long, cold, bleak winter. 

As cut flowers they are enlivening and decorative, and last so long in vases and bowls. 

Narcissus, Daffodils and Jonquil Bulbs should be planted as early in the autumn as you receive 
the Bulbs, as the longer rooting time they have before winter sets in the finer the blooming will 
be in the spring, but they are successfully set out in the garden as late as December. Two or three 
inches of soil should be over the Bulbs. Do not set them quite so deep in heavy soil as you do in 
sandy loam. The distance apart is three to six inches according to the size of the variety. 

Narcissus and Daffodils are also fine for blooming in the house during the winter in pots, 
pans and dishes. Plant them as early as received in pots and then plunge the pots outdoors on’ 
a layer of ashes in a frame or trench in the open ground where water will not settle, cover with 
leaf mould, soil, or strawy manure. Do not water unless it is an unusually dry fall and then 
sparingly. Or the potted Bulbs can be set in a cool, airy cellar or in an outhouse and be covered 
in the same way, with an occasional watering as the soil must not dry out after roots have started. 

Leave the pots where they are plunged for not less than 12 weeks, unless it is some of the 
earliest sorts which root propeny in a couple of weeks less. The Polyanthus Narcissus, which 
are only for house blooming, are sufficiently rooted in eight weeks, and the Paper Whites and 
Double Romans m four to six weeks. As long as the pots remain in the plunge they will make 
little top growth, so by bringing them into the light a pot or two at a time, ten days to two weeks 
apart, you can enjoy their lovely, fragrant bloom from Christmas all through the winter. 

Remember, Narcissus do not thrive in rooms that are too highly heated. It is wise when you 
bring a pot in out of the plunge to place it in a store room for a couple of weeks where the tem¬ 
perature is not over 50; then move them where it is around (;0 to flower.

Sow Seeds of the Perennials in the Autumn lor Best Results 

For the .eed-bed select a sheltered spot in tlie garden where it is warm but not too sunny. Raise the surface four 
or five inches above the general level, and work the soil up fine and mellow. Draw very shallow lines across the bed 
about three inches apart, and then sow the 6eed, not too thick, keeping the varieties together. Cover the seed very 
shallow, and then pack the bed down firmly with a board or back of spade. Spread a piece of old muslin over the top 
and water thoroughly. As soon as the seed germinates remove the muslin, and when the plants are two to three inches 
high transplant them to their permanent quarters. Perennials can be sown in July or August and transplanted in 
September to be well l ooted before ground is frozen up. Or sown in October or November the seed will lie dormant 
and will he up early in the spring ready for early transplanting, and will make fine, large, bloomin" plants the same 
season. 

Besides their marvellous beauty, the Perennials have the added virtue of requiring little attention. Once establish¬ 
ed they are permanent for years, many of them Improving as the years pass on. Even when utterly neglected they 
persist in blooming, but they respond splendidly te cultivation and fertilization.

SUGGESTIONS AND INSTRUCTIONS FOR POT CULTURE. 


SOUL: Almost any soil that will allow water to run through it readily will answer for Dot¬ 
ting plants. The following makes an excellent soil: one part good, garden loam one part leaf 
mold, or turfy matter; add sufficient sharp sand so that, after thoroughly mixing when vou 
squeeze a handful together it will fall apart readily. Turfy matter can be secured by turning- over 
a sod and using'that part of the soil that is full of grass roots. 


DItAIINAfiE. Pots three inches or more should have at. the bottom a half-inch of broken 
flower pots, cinders, or something of that character, to allow proper drainage. In repotting a 
plant, disturb its roots as little as possible. Try to slip it out of its old pot and into the new one 
without disturbing the soil; then fill in around the outside with fresh soil and water thoroughly
